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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

a. wherein the aromatic nitroso compound is consistent with claims 46 and 
47 

b. wherein the aromatic nitroso compound is consistent with claim 48. 
The species are independent or distinct because the species are not art 

recognized equivalents and the search required for one is not required for the other. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 45 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

2. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

3. During a telephone conversation with Todd Gilinsky on 3/14/06, a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of species a, claims 35-47 
and 49-52. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 48 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 42, 47 and 50 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
word "dispersion" in claim 42 and the word "select" in claim 47 are misspelled. Claim 50 
contains items (c) and (d), but does not label the items that would be (a) and (b). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. . Claim 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 
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7. Claim 41 recites a weight percent for the dichlorobutadine but fails to define a 
bases for the recited weight percentage. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claims 35-47 and 49-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Weih et al. (US5200459, US5300555 or US5496884). 

Each of Weih et al. (see col. 2, lines 11-33, col. 3, lines 26-31, col. 4, lines 25-34, 
col. 6, lines 16-26 and col. 7, lines 13-24 of '459 or '555 and col. 2, lines 6-28, col. 3, 
lines 20-25, col. 4, lines 21-30, col. 7, lines 38 and 61-65, col. 9, lines 30-34 and 56-63, 
and col. 10, lines 41-42 of '884) teach an aqueous adhesive composition comprising an 
aromatic nitroso compound such as dinitrosobenzene and an aqueous butadiene 
polymer latex, including a a-haloacrylonitrile comonomer unit and styrene sulfonate 
monomeric stabilizer, said compositions further comprising a phenolic resin, a metal 
oxide, and other additives. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) are met.
